REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
neither anticipate nor render obvious the applicants claimed invention of a structural fluid 
cooling unit. Specifically the prior art fails to show the specific arrangement of components for 
the fluid cooling assembly. The prior fails to teach a storage tank vertically forming a housing 
for a fan wheel with a submersible pump being mounted on said storage tank and having the 
pumps' axis aligned perpendicularly to a second pump for pumping hydraulic fluid. Thus, the 
applicants' invention is novel and non-obvious in view of the prior art.
